The public meeting held on Ftiday evening by 
the Vancouver Island Tourist Trade Develop¬ 
ment Association demonstrated two facts.

LEADERSHIP IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Physicists have come to the conclusion that 
Light is the master-key in the explanation of 
the cosmos of mystery of which earth Is a part 
Its nature and properties still require a great 
deal of explanation; the more that is learned 
the more it is realized that there a it a host of 
further wonders and problems disclosed. There 
is Light, visible and Invisible, there are X-rays, 
there are the emissions of radio-active sub¬ 
stances. there are electrons, there Is matter itself, 
and all these things are now held to have common 
properties. There Is a unity in them all that Is 
not yet fully understood. An explanation is 
wanted to synthetize varying manifestations of 
energy and motion. There is a One and Indivisible 
Explanation being sought to uncover the meaning 
of a Universe of Light. 

In Bibll£Al history and prophecy there is an 
ever-recurring emphasis laid on the word Light. 
It is where deeds are evil that darkness is loved 
rather than Light. The Master described Him 
self. In typifying Christianity, as "the Light of 
the world.’' It was Ood "who commanded the 
Light to Ahlne out ol the darkness*’. In the. First 
Epistle of St. John there is the message declaring 
that “God is Light, and in Him is no darkness 
at all." In the Eternal City there Is no need of 
the sun or moon, for it is lighted by the glory 
of Ood. The message of redemption is a risen 
soul to which Christ giveth Light. It is the Light 
within, burning with a steady jilow in' th* heart 
of the Christian, that finds for whatever troubles 
ensue a way out. that inspires the sure defence 
of quietness and confidence, that carries the 
r-s U ad f as t hsart over, the waters ol affliction -in- 
safety and eortmm Tt'fs thkl Light; loo. which 
iHunvtnes the splendid edifices of fmtth ancMwpe*) 
and iov€. the biggest and the best Udngs-.la.thU 
world of ours. 

Take advantage of your ardors, but do not let 
them burn you up. To all men and women there 
come periods of exaltation and times of depres¬ 
sion. Some people have the faculty of going to 
their work and being stFong, of pursuing it 
evenly, steadily, quietly, of bringing a process 
of serene exactitude to thelf labors. Others live 
by spurts; they have zeal and they have passion, 
but they have their days Qf reaction as well; there 
are alternations of enthusiasm and despair. 
It may be that some of the great material 
achievements are wrought by those who work in 
spurts, but there is serenity of soul lacking. The 
secret of consistent and undevlating effort Is in¬ 
spired by faithfulness to the Light within, that 
faithfulness unto death "when human power and 
failure are equalized for ever." Wherein a human 
being uses only a small part of the power that 
is habitually possessed there is lack of Light to 
show the way to purpose. This is especially true 
of the spiritual faculties, for It means that -in the 
Light which should Illumine every human soul 
there is insufficient exploration of the truth. It 
is in exploring truth thit fresh evidence is educed 
of larger truth, and so new spiritual vigor Is 


The persistent rumors that Mr Ramsay Mac¬ 
Donald is shortly to resign the post of Prime 
Minister in Great Britain Indicates that the 
possibility is becoming a probability. There is, 
however, little chance of his retirement until 
after the celebrations of the twenty-fifth anni¬ 
versary of His Majesty's accession to the throne. 
Moreover, it may be that he will not retire until 
the eve of the next general election. 

Speculation is rife on the subject. One report 
is that he will not le<ve the Cabinet but take the 
post of Lord President of the Council, now occu¬ 
pied by Mr. 8tanley Baldwin, who will succeed 
him in leadership of the National Government. 
Another report is that Mr. MacDonald's health 
will compel him to leave politics altogether and 
that a new and unexpected leader will be chosen 
for the National Party. In the latter connection 
the names of Captain Tryon, the Minister of 
Pensions, and Mr. Anthony Eden have been men¬ 
tioned. It Is said of the former that many of the 
objections -that apply to some who seem to have 
greater claims on the post of Prime Minister do 
not apply to him. He Is popular and able, has all 
qualifications for leadership, is doing his present 
job well and has kept himself aloof from party 
strife. As to Mr. Eden, he is regarded as the 
brightest, of the younger hopes in British politics.

Well, we are getting far away 
from ancient beliefs about work and 
wages and the alleged satisfaction 
In a day's work well done. Legis¬ 
lators (we suspect with the pros¬ 
pects of votes in their minds) are 
undertaking to limit the hours of 
work and fix the wages of labor 
That is in accord with the tenden¬ 
cies of the times, and we have not 
a word to say against it—for the 
fart has been established that some 
employers of labor have dealt 
neither wisely nor Justly with their 
employees. When work was-scarce 
and workers plentiful employers 
took advantage of the situation and 
used their powers arbitrarily. It Is 
for the purpose of correcting this 
evil that legislators are trying to 
pass arbitrary measures governing 
the relations of workers with their 
employers. 

. • I . • 

It Is a simple matter to pass laws, 
but when the laws are passed the 
fact may be revealed that the 
situation with which they are sup¬ 
posed to deal is somewhat complex 
Ordinary or common laws are of 
general application. Special laws 
may create problems which cannot 
be solved by general application. 
There Is one Canadian industry In 
which the work cannot be done 
under the clock, but in which the 
length of the work day is deter¬ 
mined by the course of the sun 
That is the basic industry of agri¬ 
culture. It has been said that the 
work of the farmer is never done, in 
the sense of completion. That say 
lng is particularly applicable to the 
primary Industry of agriculture in 
Canada, where the seasons of seed 
time and harvest are short and the 
season of Winter long. 

Parliament at Ottawa is at the 
present time considering what shall 
be done to make the lot of the la¬ 
borer more tolerable and Jobs more 
plentiful. The legislative reform¬ 
ers found their jobs simple and 
easy until the question was raised 
as to what should be done to make 
the lot of the farmer more toler¬ 
able. It was a simple matter to fix 
the hours of labor in a major por^ 
tion of the Canadian industries, but 
there are occupations which present 
difficulties against arbitrary llmlta-

This paper of the ancients wav 
prepared, as described in “Egyptian 
Papyri and Papyrus-Hunting.” by * 

James Baikir. in this manner: “The 
outer covering of the plant being 
stripped off. the inner part was 
found to consist of a succession of 
layers or pellicles of a whitish 
papery nature, the fibres, of course, 
running vertically up tlfe hem.*Xh*' 
first of these layers being peeled off 
gave a strip of tissue;whose breadth 
depended on the thickness, while its 
length was in proportion to the 
height, of the plant. This strip of 
tissue was laid down vertically to 
form the oftter layer of the papyrus 
A second strip was then taken and 
laid across the first, at right angles, 
to it. so that the fibres now ran hor- f 
izontally." A gum cemented the two 
sheets into one. It was a two-ply 
sheet. 

The double sheet of tissue In or¬ 
dinary use was from five to ten 
Inches in height and.five inches In 
width. Sometimes sheet was added 
to sheet to make a roll of more than 
a hundred feet in length. ,/The size 
on which the fibres ran homontally 
was smoother and more generally 
used. The pens were made of reed, 
the writing end of which was 
bruised. Later, a thicker reed was 
used, and the point w as cut. as w ith I 
a quilll pen. As the last trace of 
the. use of papyrus is far on into the 
Byzaaiin* period 037-1453 AD.*., 
this tenuous but tenacious carrier, 
of literature had a life of more than 
forty centuries.

S OUNDS like trouble, don it not? Any 
radio fan will tell you that the word 
trouble should bo spelled with the letters 
making up the word interference What doe* 
it mean? That’s a hard one. Who can ex¬ 
plain 14 satisfactorily? Another tough one. It 
involves static, and static involves the whole 
realm of known dynamics and a possible work¬ 
ing connection with all the unknown phases 
of universal forces which might be classified 
under that heading. 

Static means a lot more to the radio fan 
than is dlyulged in dictionaries or encyclo¬ 
pedia*. .Hound that out yjiy readily.. J1 you. 
seek Webster for enlightenment, he will in¬ 
form you the word is derived from the Greek 
and means “causing to stand ’* Vague enough. 
If you're not satisfied with that go to the 
Encyclopedia Britannic*, which states It la 
the “branch of mechanics which discusses the 
conditions of jest or equilibrium of lutcrnr 


Sounds absurd, doesn't It? Especially right 
■ after you have been driven away from your 
radio by the crashes of interference, which 
calls static, emanating from the 
you’ll be read;. 

then. If you poetess a rcceipP 
for a two dollar licence to enjoy radio pro¬ 
grammes for twelve months, to waste some 
time and energy railing against the Govern¬ 
ment for taking your money under false pre¬ 
tences. You undent ood that your two dollars, 
every last cent of it, was to be used in “dear-** 
tng the air“ so that your radio reception would 
be lovely at all times. Naturally, you are 
disappointed, for being human you are con«i 
tinually hoping to get something for nothing 
or if not quite so bad as that you at least 
look for a whole lot from any Utile money you 
might be obliged to give the Radio Branch 
of the Canadian Government’s Department of 
Marine. You also note, as time passes, that 
instead of getting better the air is being more 
and more cluttered up with noises, especially 
if you happen to be one of those fans who 
wants a receiving *et that will pick up any 
broadcasting Station anyvPnere. The more 
powerful the equipment you favor, the more 
magnified and numcrcus are the noise* That 
come your way. 

Acts of God 

L IKE a great many other expressions heard 
every day, “clearing the air" might mean 
more than it can accomplish. At any rate, it 
evidently does. Ev en attempt mg the “clear the 
air * mean* a large order to carry out. with 
'very little hope of fulfillment It ju*t cannot 
-tautattL there being so many thing* that even 
a fcvemfnent may not control. Even a die-: 
tat or might soon realize that he was very 
much “up In ths air” If he attempted to do 
so. These un/-r>ritrfiHaKij thing* ^ classi¬ 
fied as natural Interferences, acts of natures

Knowing nothing of- their origui and 
having no machinery to reach their sources, 
which would be the first essential hi any at¬ 
tempt to do away with radio trouble, these

Neither carTTKe Government of" Canals' 
though it happens, to be in a position to spend 
urns of money far in excess of the totai re¬ 
ceived from radio licences, do away with all 
the interference produced by tangible and get- 
ntable sources. . Investigating numerous com¬ 
plaints from licenced radio holders there were 
several thousand which proved to be different 
in origin. The majority of them were reme¬ 
died. In a number of cares, however, it was 
hot practicable to do away with the source of 
the Interference. All could be removed by 
legislation, it has been suggested. Fortun¬ 
ately legislators are not all dumb, a* a rule. 
Fancy enacting a law preventing use of a 
pain-relieving instrument in order to provide 
perfect rad.o reception for healthy listeners 

A good Illustration of the difficultly en¬ 
countered in ‘ clearing the air * and how, while 
it might not be Impossible, would still be im¬ 
practicable. i* furnished by the hospital room 
where it is necessary to constantly use electric 
apparatus. Interference waves are up 

by receiving set* enly when they are free on 
the air. It would be possible to confine these 
hospital source* of. interference to the room in 
which the apparatus U working but who is 
going to bear the cost of insulating that room 
•nd it* occupant* so Completely a* to prevent 
the disturbances from gelling outaide 'the 
building, where they instantly become nuis¬ 
ances? Would you suggest legislation com- 
peliing the hospital to insulate Re sick room 
*o thoroughly there would be no escape for 
the crackling wavy that spoil your enjoyment 
of a broadcast pr ogr a mm e? 

Oetttng thti far and appreciating that t 
do not know very much about Interfer¬ 
ence anywgy, but at the same tune 'being oc- 


programme.-. it occurcd to me that others be¬ 
side myself might like to know what they are 
getting, if anything, in return for the two b.c 
dollars reluctantly paid to the Government 
.ca^h. year, for keeping the air oMhe universe 
clear.

E. J. Haughton. to answer some questions. A.s 
he has been Identified with the radio, more 
or leas, since Mareor.i made his first successes, 
he should know ai much as most people 
about it.

He -would have recounted all 
the details, and seeing Ijow it was with him 
it t-ok some finessing in cutang the atory 
short. Professor Flem.ng. I learned, who in¬ 
vented what he termed a valve receiving 
medium or “tube." which, while it was not 
satisfactory to carry speech, nevertheless pro- 
sided another professor. Lee Deforest, with an 
inspiration: and who, on making various ad¬ 
justment* with the Fleming “tube'’ found it # 
was possible to receive telephonic signals Tto*t 
v as in 1907. and broadcasting may be said 
Lave commenced and been developed from that 
date. I thought that that was enough Jiktoric 
data, and said so. Probably It wasn't ro diplo¬ 
matic. but it brought result*. 

“I see you're evidently more concerned with 
the disposition of your two dollars than you 
are with what ha** led up to it* collection, * 
$*r. Haughton sold “I take it that you're 
asking for the vital statistic* resulting from 
the circulation of those. two hundre d qnmi of 
currency. What 1* Canada doing about this 
businesa of rectifying interference with your 
radjo pleasure, you ask. Do you know that 
smee 1985 our Radio Branch officii* have ;n- 
vestigated nearly 40 000 complaint* of Inter¬ 
ference and have found cures for. the -major 
portion of them Do you realise that without 
the assistance of the Radio Branca of the 
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government ycur radio would not be worth 
listening TO for a moment? Do you appreciate 
that while the electric force enables you to re¬ 
vive the radio programmes from all sections 
tr I theworM TH* ilTTW mStfSC ao&oTar 
interference? Apd are you aware thai^ 
through the efforts of the Radio.Branch that 
the co-operation of all the big. utility com¬ 
panies has been obtained fully 100 per cent, 
while gradually the smaller imtlluuons. such 
as dclco plants, medical apparatus and home- 
owned electric equipr.ent is being controlled?

"On receipt of a complaint, the practice 
is to send a car equipped with instru¬ 
ments for 'trouble shooting.' This work was 
initiated in Canada by H O. Mernman of 
- Ottawa, who U now in charge of the inter¬ 
ference section of the Government* Radio 
Branch. When he first got the alignment to 
run. down the sources of interference he 
started out with a pair of earphones on his . 
head, a receiver on hia back and a portable 
aerial in hia hand. People meeting him on 
the atreet figured he was .paying an election 
bet. Accurate scientific equipment la now 
transported in motor cars to trace to it* source 
all manner of man-made static.. 

“Patrolling a district with the detecting in¬ 
struments. it is only a question of time before 
the source of Interference is located. If the 
source is controlled by a public utility com¬ 
pany. it la reported and steps arc taken to 
remedy it immediately If It la a private home. 
well , that* a d ifferent m atte r. Wg have no 
control over what takes place In a man* home, 
and we can only suggest the remedy.

Yellow Fever Dangers 
Alarming in India 

A WARNING that India has all the condi 
lions for the spread of yellow fever “in 
the highest degree" is made in an official bul¬ 
letin Issued by Coi. Bin ton. Director of the Ma¬ 
laria Survey of India, who is carrying out ex¬ 
periments in connection with yellow fever. 

Col. Slnton advocates further experiment* 
on airplanes traveling east and west from Kar¬ 
achi, using marked mosquitoes for the pur- 
pone. The disease is transmitted by the 
•tegomyla segypti mosquito, and Col. Slnton 
states tha$ this mosquito is found in India in 
large numbers. 

Other conditions satisfactory to the spread 
of yellow fever there are a dense population 
with no acquired Immunity, a big monkey 
population living in close association with 
mankind, snd the religious protection given 
monkeys. 

Col. Slnton declares that even one infected 
insect might suffice to start an epidemic of the 
mast alarming proportions, such as that which 
destroyed one-third of Cuba's population in 
the seventeenth century.

A MIRACLE of modern plastic surgery has 
reetorod to Cynthia Wilaon. aged 12, of 
Withy Spring, whose face was terribly mutt 
'Tiled in s motor ac cident,' a perfwrtfr normal

Nine months ago when Cynthia was run over 
by an automobile while cycling, her parents 
prayed that she might die Both her Jaws 
were shattered and the lower part of her face 
was crushed to a pulp.

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WITHIN THE WALLS OF WINDSOR

T HAT the present Kmc end Queen have 
no love for Windsor Castle is no secret. 

It i» only Their Majesties love and ap¬ 
preciation of tradition that makes them pay 
.their frequent visits to the historic pile. De¬ 
spite the beauty of the surrounding country, 
there is something about Windsor Castle which 
chills and awes the people who sec It for the 
first time. 

Its massive towers, turret* and wall* seam 

made for eternity, and there is an atmosphere 
of brooding about the whole place that Is, in 
its way, impressive. Tradition has It that the 
mound on which the Castle is built was used 
by King Arthur as a meeting-place for himself 
and the Knights of the Round Table, and 
there was at least one Knight of the Garter 
who firmly believed that he saw the ghost of 
the legendary King one day in 8t. Georges 
Hall, the headquarters of the Order of the 
Oartcr. 

Stories by sentries and local residents, of 
seeing ghosts walk inside and outside the Cas- 
tre, are very numerous, and it 1* said that the 
Princess Royal herself some years ago saw the 
figure of a tall, armored knight walk through 
a corridor late or.e evening! Whatever may 
be thought of Windsor being haunted, there 
Is no disputing the fact that cases of sentries 
and servants being found in a dead faint are 
not infrequent at Windsor Castle. 

Honor the Castle 

T HE history of the place is practically the 
history of England, and all English Sover¬ 
eigns have always honored the Castle in a 
manner worthy of its historic past. The vast 
and richly-furnished apartments of the Casllr. 
the splendor of its artistic treasures, and its 
massive dignity, never fail to Impress even the 
most opulent foreign potentate who visits it. 
Nor for fiothing are Indian princes and East¬ 
ern monarch* invariably invited to Windsor 
Castle—for they see there a truly regal home 
of the greatest monarch In the world. 

Careful valuators have estimated that the 
contents of the Castle alone would fetch at 
least £10,000.000 if brought up for auction, and 
there are those who say that this is a con¬ 
servative figure! Only the Vatican can sur- 
■piBT’Wlndsw Castle for - trexsui es, and there 
are things at Windsor that the Vatican would 
give a good deal to have. Portraits by Hol¬ 
bein. Leonardo de Vinci and nearly all the 
greatest artists for centuries grace the great 
chambers of the Castle, while the Royal 
Library contains priceless MSS. and books— 
and also correspondence which, if published, 
would throw much new light on British and 
European history of the past five or six hun¬ 
dred years. 

St. George's Chapel at Windsor is a noble 
building, and in it arc buried many British 
Royalties—including King Edward VII. When 
the King and Queen take up residence at the 
Cattle, tiie fullest possible state and dignity is 
-maintained. In no other Royal residence is 
the guest made more to feel the immense 
status and splendor of the British Throne. 
The finest and rarest gold and silver dishes 
are used at the Royal table, especially at din¬ 
ner. and the food served is* of a solidity, variety 
and quantity seen in few other places in the 
world today. 

Formal Atmosphere 

l l has been observed that when at Wmd.sor 
1 the King and Queen are iquch more formal 
in manner than they are anywhere else—and 
that is entirely due to the atmosphere and tra¬ 
dition of the place. Every stone of the Castle. 
If it could speak, would tell stories which for 
drama and interest make even the most chatty 
history book lame. It was at Windsor Castle 
that Charles 1 spent his last Christmas in 1648, 
and according to legend, the doomed monarch 
saw the dark, hooded figure of an executioner 
with an axe standing beside his bed when he 
awoke on Christmas morning! 

Ki:ig George V. although once a saJor, is 
*not superstitious, and hC pa?* nttle attention 
to the ghost stories which he and the Queen 
regularly hear at every arrival. What pre¬ 
vents the King from having any real affection 
for the place is not only the formality which 
he is forced to assume while there, but the 
almost overwhelming splendor and magnifi¬ 
cence of the apartments. It would require a 
sultan to feel at home in even the private 
ones! 

Massive Furnishings 

O NE dining-room is forty feet by thirty feet 
- !bWg; -Wtwibftt Wtmtow*;-and to rteft toe 
the. tape st r i e s on 1 he wraJU and -so heavy and 
massive its furnishings that eating in such a 
room seems almost a sacrilege. Another din¬ 
ing-room, sixty-four feet by twenty-four,' is 
almost a riot in crimson, which is relieved by 
its lovely walls of cream-and-go!d and its fine 
oak parquet floor. 

The Oreen Drawing-Room, with its beauti¬ 
ful view over the park, is one of the most pop¬ 
ular in the Castle; its green damask hangings, 
and coverings being well set off by the buff- 
pink walls. The White Drawing-Room, thirty- 
saven feet long, is a severer-looklng apartment, 
but^ it has three French cabinets which are 
considered to be the finest of their type in 
existence. 

What used to be known as the Artists’ Room 
in the old days is now the King’s Council 
Chamber, and with Its crimson walls and the 
fine ceiling of buff-and-gold and its many 
artistic treasures is a perfect example of what 
a Royal official chamber should be. 

There is also the King’s Waiting-Room, and 
it* white paneling with green satin coven and 
the magnificent marble. rhlmneyplece five It 
an air of regto distinction jiard to d 
The Red Drawing-Room, with its green hang¬ 
ings and large oriel window, has rather an 
- Eastern and sinister effect, and it is said that 
the Queen dislikes it intensely. 

Private Apartments 

T HE private apartments of Their Majesties 
are on the same majestic scale at the 
State ones. The Queen s bedroom Is a large 
one. with walls of pink satin panels decorated 
with gold. Next to it Is her bathroom, the sise 
of an ordinary bedroom, and here the decora¬ 
tion scheme Is in pink marble, gold and silver, 
and pictures on the watts. Her dre ssing-mum 
is in pale cream-and-gold and is a very artistic 
apartment. The Queens Sitting-Room, with 
its yellow divans and buff wall:, ts restful, and 
the view from iU windows is very fine.

The King’s private suite is even more regal 
t han t he Queen's, but that is not due—any 
more than it is in the case of the Queen—to 
love of the ornate. Their Majesties have made 
little alteration at Windsor Castle, preferring 
more or leas to leave things as they found 
them. But the Kipg has removed a few of 
the huge oil paintings and heavy, uncomfort¬ 
able chairs which once ‘'adorned'' his private 
sitting-room, which is now perhaps the moot 
comfortable room in the Castle. 

The lobbies and corridors at Windsor Ca*tle 
are as numerous as they are impressive, and 
many visitors and guests have lost themselves 
and become alarmed at the realistic busts and 
portraits which seepi to stare at them at every 
turning. The anteroom which generally is 
used for the first reception of visitors, as dis¬ 
tinct from guests, is on the first floor abeve 
the Equerries’ Entrance, and both in the ap¬ 
proach and the apartment Itself there are 
many priceless Tudor portraits and rare ex¬ 
amples of mediatval armory. 

Treasures Are Priceless 

T O describe the treasures of Windsor Castle 
and the splendors of its Interior would 
need at least three large volumes. 


“This is not a house, it is a repository of his¬ 
tory" Was how the Prince of Wales once de¬ 
scribed Windsor Cartle, and It is triir So 
long, however, as tradition rules the British 
Royal House, the Castle wdl not be neglected 
by the Sovereign. 

When the Royal Standard Is hoi>trd over 
the Castle, the place seems to take on a new 
life and appearance, as does the entire neigh¬ 
borhood. It is, perhaps. at its best and 
brightest during Ascot Week, for that is about 
^the only time that Their Majesties confine 
their Castle guests mainly to their own friends 
and relatives. At other times, official and 
especially foreign visitors are Invariably pres¬ 
ent during a Windsor Royal residence, and 
cntrria.n.ng on a lavish scale has to be un¬ 
dertaken by the King and.

The Military Knights of 
Windsor are still in existence, and their Gov¬ 
ernor, Sir Charles Kavanagh. sees to It that as 
a body they are never ignored. There aTe 
many other posts connected with the Castle 


whose origins are rooted in history, but history 
and tradition dies hard at Windsor.

Queen Victoria, was buried in the mausoleum 
at Frog more, in the Home Park, and here also 
lies tiie Prince Consort. In recent years the 
King and Queen have found Windsor a little 
homelier than formerly. The Prince of Wales' 
country home, Fort Belvedere, is not far away, 
neither is Royal Lodge, the retreat of the Duke 
and Duchess of York. 

When they can spare an hour or two. Their 
Majesties delight to call into their two sons' 
home, for a chat or a “cUp of tea." It is to 
be feared that neither the Duke of York nor 
the Prince care much for visiting the CasUe. 
although the Duchess of York likes the old 
place very much, for it reminds h?r of her 
former 8ccttish home, Giamis Castle. 

When at Windsor, the King indulges in 
shooting in the park, and the game preserves 
there are very good. Bfit the King has not 
had so. much time or inclination this last few 
years for this as formerly, and h» is increas¬ 
ingly favoring long walks and motor drives as 
relaxation when at the Castle. 

The daily performance of the military band 


at Windsor when the Court is in residence is 
a custom that delights residents at Windsor 
end visitors alike, and the general pubkc are 
always present fn large numibers^Ilstenlng to 
the music. 

The 8U.K Apartments at the Castle are 
open to the public at stated periods during 
the year and the charge of one shilling and 
sixpence far children goes to local charities. 

Queen Knows Antiques 

H ER Majesty the Queen, as ki th b* ex¬ 
pected. takes a great interest in the 
antiques and other treasures in the Castle, 
and her wide knowledge of old furniture and 
cunos is due to a certain extent to her muse¬ 
um" tours inside the Castle. ^Her Majesty on 
one occasion paid a surprise visit to a room 
m the domestic quarter.' ,;ht heard there 
was an antique sldebot When she 

entered she saw one of ... and one of 

the military guard In t&.i.. i conversation 
With her usual tact. Her Majesty begged to 
be excused, but the apprehensive maid heard 
nothing further on the matter. 

To burgle Windsor Castle would no doubt be 
a great haul for some daring gang if they -were 
successful, but It is to be strongly feared that 
Ujeir chances of accomplishing the Teat are 
very remote Indeed. Perhaps no place, with 
the except i on of the Bank Of England. Is so 
carefully and secretly guarded as the Tlastle. 
Apart from the military forces which are 
there all the year round, the police take ample 
precautions to* protect the great national 
treasure. 

All day and night the Castle and its en¬ 
virons are msttauly patrol ltd An ciibofwt* 
system of signals and alarms is in existence 
and they are all tested every morning and 
night. The many doors and gateways of the 
Castle are all continually undtr surveillance- 
even the tradesmens' entrances—and sus 
piclous-looking or unknown characters are 
immediately challenged and questioned The 
corps of workmen and servants employed in 
the Castle throughout the year Is one of con¬ 
siderable numbers, and each of them’ have 
passports or tickets of identity and must pro¬ 
duce them when called upon 

Change in Centuries 

A LTERATIONS, additions and improve¬ 
ments have gone oil at Windsor Castle 
for centuries and they are still going on in a 
quiet way. Interesting finds and discoveries 
are frequently being made, and not so long 
ago an electrician fixing up a new wire found 
a beautiful gold ring secreted behind a small 
crevice in. a wall. He was liand&omely re¬ 
warded when he handed It over to the Castle 
authorities. 

As stated before. Royal entertaining at 
Windsor Castle i* on * scale unmatched in any 
Royal residency in the world today. The vast 
kitchens of the Royal residence have all been 
modernized, yet It seems still strange to see 
the up-to-date ovens and elaborate domestic 
machinery in a place whleh still retains its 
mediaeval air. Electric lifts and even trays 
are used to convey the food to the Royal table 
and everything goes like clockwork. Fifty 
and often more guests frequently dine at 
Windsor and the problem of arranging a menu 
to suit these usually cosmopolitan gatherings 
is one which would tax the resources of even 
a Cabinet Minister.

Old Wine Cellars 

T HE win* cellars at the CasUe have been 

seen by comparatively few people but 
they are in some ways unique. There are 
bottles and barrels in them over foJr hundred 
years old. and they wUl probably now n?Ver 
be opened-^fOr their ecntcni* wilt be almost 
undrinkable. It is raid that nobody knows 
how much wine ' is in the Castle, and it is 
rumcred that there are ether cellars hot yet 
located The sise of the cellars lnu.cat:> 
eloquently the hard-drinking traits of our 
ancestors. 

There is a Deanery and Canon s^c .Deuce 
attached to Uie Royal Chapel and the Dean 
enjoys the unique privilege of *teaig c ;Cmpt 
from episcopal Jurisdiction. There are a 
number of small residences and houses around 
and uuide the Castle which are occupied by 
Royal pensioners and offlculs. and Windsor

ot them in their secret hearts firmly 
believe Uiat Uie permanent Royal residence „ 
should be Windsor and not Buckingham 
Palace, but that Is not likely to come to pas? 
The motor car has made the twenty six-mile 
journey from Windsor to London seem short 
indeed, and perhaps in the future the Castle 
will be used as a Rcyal residence more fre¬ 
quently than it is today It is, after all. part 
of English history and by fir ui* noxu. splen¬ 
did kingly home in Europe. 

A National Heirloom 

T HAT it is not popular With Uie Royal 
Family today and disliked by the Royal 
domestic staff is. perhaps, proof of the demo¬ 
cratic spirit of Great Britain. It is too regal 
for comfort, but when all is said and done. It 
is a national heirloom and everybody would 
regret if it became like the Tower of London 
and ceased to house the Sovereign. 

Windsor Castle represents all that is proud 
and splendid in the British Crown and Its 
priceless treasures and immortal history make 

keeping alive as a Royal residence. At present 
it is being carefully looked after, and even 
when absent from it both the King and 
Queen take a close interest in the affairs of 
the Castle and its environs. 

Modern improvements in lighting, heating 
and sanitation have all been installed, and to 
see the beautiful effect of electric light on the 
historic walls and ceilings is a never-to-be- 
forgotten experience. 

Nothing that modern science or invention 
can do, however, will ever completely modern¬ 
ize Wind.'or Castle', which is, perhaps, just as 
well. American cinema syndicates have long 
tried in vain for permission to "shoot ’ scenes 
within its walls, but British companies haye 
not been so enterprising. The glories of the 
Castle are only known to a limited few and 
jhe film-camera could do a great deal to bring 
them to the Empire. But films and Windsor 
Castle do not seem to blend together at all— 
so perhaps it would be best to leave the place 
alone -in all its incomparable dignity and 
splendor.'—(Copyright.

Shrines of Britain's Glory interference BOOKS OF THE YEAR

Hereford 

T HE ancient cathedral city of Hereford, 
which Is also the county town of 
Herefordshire, can trace its history 
back to the early seventh century, when the 
Saxons exundol their sovereignly across 
River Severn and established a stronghold- 
on the site of the town. It rapidly became a 
place of considerable strategical Importance, 
owing to its situation on the Welsh border, and 
was frequently a storm centre down to the 
reign of Edward I. when the pacification of 
Wales deprived the iqwn of its earlier military 
significance. 

On the outbreak of the Great Civil War in 
the mid-seventeenUi century, Hereford be¬ 
came a Royalist stronghold, but it Surrendered 
to the Parliamentarians in 1642. It was later 
Terapf tired by the army of Charles T. and lb 
1645 the king relieved it from a siege by the 
Scottish troop*, but it finally fell Into the 
hands of the Roundheads a few months later 
Its historic castle, once "high and strong, and 
full of great towers," has long since disap¬ 
peared. but Its memory Is preserved in the 
open space known as Castle Oreen, in the 
centre ot which rises a column commemorating 
Admiral Lord Nelson. The castle, which was 
successfully besieged by King Stephen, was 
the prison of Prince Edward during the pro¬ 
gress of the Baron's War. 

The diocese of Hereford is one of the most 
ancient in England. It was of British origin, 
and it was merely re-established in 660. when 
it was detached from the see of Lichfield, and 
Putta became the first of its second line of 
Bishops. Nothing is authentically known re¬ 
garding its earliest cathedral churches, but 
there is a legend to the effect that the ghost 
*>f St. Ethelbert. King of East Anglia, who 
Va* murdered in 794 at the instigation of 
Offa. King of Mercia, commanded that its 
earthly remains should be interred in Here¬ 
ford Cathedral, and it was above Lh£ resting 
place of the saint, which was credited with the 
possession of miraculous powers, that the first 
stone church on the site was erected in 825 
A later Saxon cathedral was burned down in 
1656. when the Welsh raided and destroyed the 
town, and twenty-three years later Robert de 
Losing*, the first of Hereford’s Norman. 
Bishops, commenced to rebuild the ruined 
church, but. if as tradition asserts, his structure 
was a circular one. all traces of It were obliter¬ 
ated by the edifice erected by Bishop Reynelm 
in the early twelfth century. An inscription 
on Reynelm s tomb in the Cathedral styles 
him •» founder of the ch u rc h , but this it 
obviously not correct, for the building contains 
many traces of earlier eleventh century work 
The cathedral contains monuments of 
several pre-Reformation Bishops, lnriurfin g the 


magnificent shrine of Thomas Cantclupc. who 
til'd in 1282, and the richly canopied tomb of 
Thomas Charlton, who erected the white cross 
on the outskirts of the town as a thanksgiving 
for the cessation of the black plague in 1347. 
This cross stands on the spot where the town

historic tombs is that of Sir Richard Pem- 
bndge, one of the first three members of the 
Order of the Garter, when that honor was 
founded in the reign of Edward III. 

The treasured possessions of the Cathedral 
include an ancient chair, which is said to have 
been used.by King Stephen; a chained library, 
and a chart of the world, 
in the early fourteenth century, a typical 
mediaeval map. with Jerusalem in the centre

much damaged by Wyatt, is regarded as one 
of the richest Norman designs in Britain, and 
modem restpration work in the Cathedral was 
sptly summed up by A G. Bradley, who 
stated that it was 1 injured by Wyatt, saved by 
Cottlngham and restored by Gilbert Scott." 

The Cathedral Grammer School dates bak 
to the fourteenth century, and the Bishops 
Palace contains a fine Norman hall with 
timber pillars. On the wall of the palace 
garden is a tablet marking the site of a house, 
claimed locally to have been the birthplace ot 
Nell Owynne, but there is every reason to be-t 
lieve that the charitable mistress of the Merry 
Monarch was born in Drury Lane. London, and 
not in Hereford. "The Raven" Inn occupies 
the S4t.e of "The Angel" Inn, in which David 
Garrick, the actor, was bom in 1717, and in 
the register of the nearby All Saints' Church 
appears the record of his baptism. 

The Old House, a quaint structure standinc 
in the open space known as High Town, was 
erected in 1620 by John Abel, who built many 
of th* fine timbered mansions in the surrand- 
lng countryside. The picturesque Coningsby 
Hospital, an almshouse for old soldiers and 
servant*, erected in 1614, occupies the site of 
a commandery of the Knight* Hospitallers, 
whose vanished church was consecrated in the 
presence of Edward III and the Black Prince. 

A statue of Sir George Cornewali-Levm 
commemorate* the fact that thii famous 
statesman and man of letters represented the 
country !ft the Commons In the mid-nineteenth 
century. Numerous writers haze extolled the 
quiet and dignified charm of the city of Here¬ 
ford. which, however. Thackeray failed to ap¬ 
preciate, although the famous Victorian novel¬ 
ist waxed eloquent over the "exeessnr* beauty" 
of the adjacent Wye Valley, which will form 
the subject of the next story in this series.—

We call him The Baron/’ He has a feed- 
table on top of one of the pergolas and he 
looks so funny sitting up to it just like a real 
person, while his neck grows bigger and more 
bulgy as he stuffs bread in.

Ireland's Festival 


T HIS is Saint Patrick’s Day, observed by 
Irish people the world over with rever¬ 
ence and love.

He has himself left a record which states 
that when he was a boy of sixteen he was 
seised, carried to Ireland and sold there as a 
slave to an Irish chieftain. For ux long years 
the lad served his master, but the deacon's son 
never forgot the lessons he had learned in his 
childhood’s home. As a young man he made 
his escape, sought Instruction, was ordained, 
and returned to Ireland, in 433 AD., as a mis¬ 
sionary to the people he had learned to love 
when he lived among them as a slave. 

There were Christian*-and learned men in 
Ireland before this tune, but 8L Patrick won 
the hearth of the people in a marvelous way. 
He is said to have founded 345 churches and 
to have baptised 12.000 converts.

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Poultry Plucking Methods 




r 
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T FfE use of *u mixtures In plucking 

poultry hss obtained considerable popu¬ 
larity among poultry producers in the 
United State*. However this use of wax has 
been confined to soft-scald birds, that Is, birds 
which have been immersed during plucking In 
vreter at a temperature of ISO degrees F. In 
the meantime, the efforts of the National Re¬ 
search Council of Canada In evolving a suit¬ 
able process have resulted in the production 
of five different wax mixtu^s. all of which 
have the advantage of being fairly satisfactory 
for both dry-pluck and soft-scald birds. 

At the recent Dressed Poultry Conference 
at Ottawa, Dr. N. H. Grace, of the National 
Research Council, explained the technique of 
the United States soft-scald process and de¬ 
scribed the various step* involved In the Cana¬ 
dian method In the wax-plucking of dry- 
plucked birds. There is considerable saving In 
the dry-pluck method, which la as follows: 
The bird Is killed and the rough feathers re¬ 
moved. It Is then allowed to hang until par¬ 
tially cooled. In general, it was found that 
the skin temperature should be reduced to 
•bout 85 degrees F. 

Wax-Dipping Method 

T 1I8 cooling prior to waxing Is an Impor¬ 
tant feature because objectionable smear¬ 
ing la the result of wax-treating a warm bird. 
Adequate cooling completely prevents this. The 
cooled bird should be dipped in wax at a tem¬ 
perature of 128 degrees F. to 136 degrees F. 
For tough specimens, temperatures from 135 
degrees F. to 13* degrees F. are preferred. If 
the bird has been soft -sc tided, the wax tem¬ 
perature may be as low as 125 degrees F . or 
even a degrees or two lower. Usually the bird 
Is given two dips In the wax and this Is suffi¬ 






cient to build up a suitable pulling coal The 
wax-coated bird la allowed to cool until the 
coat la fairly hard and elastic. Immersion in 
water may be used to speed up the hardening. 
Some attention Is required m regard to hardr 
enlng the waxy layer, for. If the wax becomes 
too hard, tt to brittle and takes more time to 
remove. A properly hardened coat will come 
off In large elastic flakes, taking with It the 
feathers, pins, hairs and scale*. For a prop¬ 
erly cooled bird, a time interval of 20 minutes 
is generally sufficient to produce a good pull¬ 
ing coat. The result* are satisfactory, al¬ 
though some birds require a little checking 
over. 

Soft-Scalding Procots 

I N aoft-scaldlng. when the bird Is dipped 
after the wing and tail feather* have been 
removed, it may be mentioned that water tem¬ 
perature should be 128 degrees F. for young 
birds. 120 degree* for chickens and 180 d egr e e s 
for fowl. It Is important to maintain the tem¬ 
perature with considerable exactness. The im¬ 
mersion period Is about one minute. The bird 
Is then roughed in the usual manner and al¬ 
lowed to hang until it dries. The body heat 
Is sufficient to dry off the average bird In well 
under one hour. 

There are obvious advantages in dry-pluck¬ 
ing. for the soft scald requires careful tem¬ 
perature control. Elimination of this step in¬ 
dicates an appreciable saving In equipment 
and manipulation in the case of packing 
plants and simplification in procedure for the 
individual farmer. The actual coat of the best 
wax used by the Research Council was IJ 
cents per pound, and very little wax is lost in 
the process, because it Is readily melted down 
and the feathers and pins strained off. 


Soil Acidity Handicaps 
Farmer by Making the 
Minerals Insoluble 

By DR. D. O. LAIRD 
Unimatr of British Columbia 

T HE phosphate available for plant growth 
U relatively low in most soils, even under 
the most suitable conditions Acid soils are 
recognised to be deficient in available phos¬ 
phate. and as the acidity Increases, the avail¬ 
able supply decreases. Why? Because under 
strongly acid conditions aluminum and iron 
come into solution and combine with any 
soluble phosphate which may be present, form¬ 
ing a distinctly insoluble salt. 

Thus, due to high acidity, our soil problem 
becomes a phosphate one. partially at least. 
The apllcstion of soluble phosphate fertilisers 
does not solve the problem, since such phos¬ 
phates coming in contact with the soluble 
aluminum, are largely changed to insoluble 
forms. It la apaprent. therefore, that under 
such conditions phosphate applications cannot 
give the response that one might normally ex¬ 
pect. 

The soluble aluminum salts just referred to 
arc not only objectionable because of their 
influence on available phosphate, .but also be¬ 
cause they themselves are toxic to plant 
growth. Experimental data from the state of 
Indiana, for instance, show that on a very 
acid peaty soil aluminum nitrate was suf¬ 
ficiently concentrated to be decidedly toxic 
to plant growth. In the Boils Laboratory at 
the University of British Columbia evidence* 
of the presence of aluminum in toxic quan¬ 
tities have been observed in some of the soils 
of the Lower Fraser Valley. 

Other Minerals Influenced 

T HE influence of acidity on the availability 

of -pftint food' rtHnerrtr tt hot confined 
to phosphate alone, for we find that the avail¬ 
able suply of other essential minerals, sqch as 
calcium, magnesium and potassium, is much 
reduced. It is apparent, then, that under 
strongly acid conditions neither potash nor 
phosphate fertilisers can give the response or 
returns for money invested that might be ob¬ 
tained under less acid conditions 

_How. then, can the soil be made to per- 

■■ form more- effectively ■ its 'fuiution ef“provi ding 
plant food elements In an available form? 
Simply through reducing the high degree of 
aridity—through liming. This will at the 
same time remove the toxic aluminum and. 
on some soils, provide improved conditions for 
drainage, aeration and root development. 

Acidity to a normal development In humid 
regions, and Increases as surely as organic 
matter disappears in a cultivated soil unless 
replenished. It to necessary, therefore, that 
if a soil to to remain productive the acidity 
must be controlled through systematic liming, 
just as organ!* matter content must be main¬ 
tained through the turning under periodically 
of sad. and stable or green manures.

large proportion of this natural food to de¬ 
stroyed and, as a consequence, growth to ar¬ 
rested until several dormant buds at the base 
of the cut off shoots can sprout enough to 
take direct from the sun a fresh supply of 
nourishment. 

May I earnestly suggest that the erroneous 
term “pruning, ” as It relates to fruit trees, 
with the vigorous surgery that usually follows 
its use, be changed to the more expressive and 
correct term, "thinning."

Prevention of Blossom 
Blight and Leaf Spot 
in the Cherry Trees 

By W R F08TER

S ANITATION, the ploughing and harrowing 
of cherry orchards thoroughly before the 
blossoms open, Is of great value In helping to 
prevent leal spot and blossom blight. By 
burying the dead leaves and fruits a grower 
prevents the greatest source of infection. The 
organism which causes the disease overwinters 
on the dead leaves and frulta No spraying 
would be necessary for the leaf spot disease 
if all the dead leaves could be destroyed and 
if the fungus harbored on no other plants. 

Wlule it may not be practicable to practice 
sanitation with such thoroughness as to make 
spraying unnecessary, it to possible to streng¬ 
then the spray schedule by turning under as 
many of these leaves as Is feasible by clean 
cultivation in the Spring before the seeds of 
the fungus are discharged. Clean cultivation,

Caring for Maidenhair 
Ferns in the House 

By DEAN HALLIDAY 

I F you want to have success with your 
maidenhair fern indoors, then place It In 
a window facing south, preferably where the 
sun is directly on the plant or plants, lower¬ 
ing the shade and raising again as the sun 
passes on. 

Maidenhair ferns require a large amount 
of aster and do not object to small doses of 
plant food. It to well to plan? them outdoors 
in the Spring in a cool, shady spot. 

The maidenhair fern is one plant that will 
larely live if gas to burned in the same room, 
for any leakage of gas will certainly kill It. 

If you try growing it under a bell glass you 
~wil find It grows buttonhole foliage which is 
quite lovely.

T T J E are assuming that directions con- 
y \ coming the planting of seeds and the 
handling of seedlings have been fol¬ 
lowed. and that the gardener has now reached 
lhat point when the plants are about ready 
for the field. The character of the season and 
the hardiness of the species with which he 
deals has much to do with the problem, but 
his former experience will have shown him that 
tomatoes may go to the field about May 20 
or 25; that melons may be safely planted at 
end of May or the first of June, and so on 
throughout the entire series. His experience 
has shown him also, that if conditions have 
been right *11 along the line, that tom* to seed 
planted about seven weeks in advance of trans¬ 
planting time will produce plants of the right 
size and character when wanted; that melons, 
if the heat to right, should be ready In six 
week*, and lettuce in a still shorter time. Thus 
he to watching his plants with one eye and the 
weather and soil conditions with the other; 
knowing that if the plants are ready and other 
condition* are not, he will have “drawn" or 
"leggy specimens unsatisfactory in every way. 

If he gets them in the field too early, a little 
frost settles the matter for the year, whlto 
time lost or gained at the beginning of the 
season may make the difference between 
failure and success at the end of the year. 

Hardening Off Essential 

K NOWING tile approximate data when the 
plants are going to the field, every efTort 
to made to prepare them for the change. Tem¬ 
peratures are lowered gradually and the plant* 
themselves moved from the greenhouse to the 
cold frame, to the open, or from the hotbed 
to the cold frame to the open, having in mind 
the gradual hardening of the tomato or melon 
, —an essential in successful transplanting. 

The amounts of water are carefully regu- 
fetfd Stoo. until lor .the last two or three day* 
the plant* may suffer. If they ••flag" during 
the heat of the day no serious damage will 
have been done. In the meantime more and 
more woody fibre to being developed In the 
stem, giving rise to a plant not easily broken 
when handled, a plant well fitted to withstand 
adverse circumstance*. 

Use of Mulch Pgper 

E VERYTHING has been done to the plant 
r to make it conform to the soil condition* 
On the other hand some things may be done 
to make the soil conform to the conditions 
under which the plant was grown. Boll tem¬ 
peratures may be greatly increased by means 
of the mulch paper. At times the increase to ' 
very great, but from Spring until Pall the 
average increase brought about by means of 
the mulch to about four degrees F. “Hotcaps" 
cone-shaped caps made of paper, are coming 
Into common use and serve a purpose. They 
are used extensively to the south of us and 
might be seen in use on Vancouver Island in 
considerable numbers. They furntoto a degree 
of protection from wind and cold, but require 
very close attention during the wannest part 
of the day. or the excessive heat, inside the 
cap. may cause injury. Ventilator holes may 
be left at the top. o v ercoming the difficulty. 

Forcing hills are used In the same fray. These 
are boxes about It x 18 inches. 10 inches high, 
which may be closed or partly'so sa the case 
demands. These forcing hills are placed ovyr 
the young plant. Upped slightly to the south, 
ckwed at night and ventilated during the day. 
In all these war* the heat factor is brought 
under control and the needs of the plants met.

going to the field the plants In pots or boxes 
should be soaked. Allow them to drain for an 
hour or so and plant at once without permit¬ 
ting the run to get at the roots, for an In¬ 
stant; pack the soil around them; water after 
setting, If at all; cover wet soil with a dry soil 
mulch and let nature do her perfect work. 

The mulch paper referred to in another 
paragraph conserves moisture and helps 
greatly in that regard. Follow directions and 
count on success. You deserve it.

Feed the Lawn in Spring 
to Ensure a Strong 
Growth of Grass 

T HE lawn la the most important part of 
your landscape. It to what you and your 
neighbors see most. 

Begin Spring gardening operations this year 
by making sure that when warm weather 
comes and new green leaves begin to shoot out 
of the earth, your lawn grasses will be in a 
condition to thrive and fight off weeds. 

The notion that a lawn once made will con¬ 
tinue to grow indefinitely to s mistaken one. 
In the first place, few aoito are sufficiently rich 
to support even a poor matting of grass with¬ 
out feeding. Orsss needs plant food Just like 
flowers and vegetables, and without a thor¬ 
ough feeding each Bprlng with a complete 
plant food that dissolves and assimilates with 
the soil, no lawn will reach its maximum 
health and beauty. 

It to a good idea to feed the lawn each 
Spring with a complete plant food at the rate 
of four pounds for every 100 square feet, soak¬ 
ing it well into the soil If growth to well 
started, the soaking should be done as soon as 
the plant food to applied to prevent burning. 
Later in the Bpring another feeding of about 
one-half this amount to advisable. 

Uie of tht Roller 

L AWNS need to be rolled with a light roller 
early In the Spring Turf to shallow- 
rooted; it lies like a blanket on top of the soil, 
and the heaving action of froet often lifts it, 
Jtisk as a spsde can lift. *od. 

Turf ao lifted by frost action will dry out 
and die unless contact with the soil beneath u 
restored early. This contact establishes ca¬ 
pillary action and enables the grass roots to 
obtain the food and water stored in the ground. 
But rolling for the purpose can be overdone by 
rolling too often or by using too heavy a roller.

It is alwiys a problem for a greenskeeper to 
keep the soil loose enough to let water and 
air into It. 

Lawns should not be rolled when the soil to 
wet and soft. Let them dry a little, but go 
over them before they are dried out; and then 
retire the roller for the season. 


T HE single asters are very much in favor 
Just now. and. by the way, they seem to 
stand up better than their double brethren. 
They may Be had in all the colors that are 
found in asters and they make wonderful cut¬ 
ting flowers, being more graceful than the 
doubles. 

Stock* are a race which to sometimes disap¬ 
pointing owing to the singles coming when 
doubles are expected.

H will be seen that one must 
have more stocks than one actually needs in 
order that the singles can be replaced with" 
doubles. 

Borne years stocks are much better than 
others. That Is. the percentage of doubles to

A Generous Plant 

Z INNIAS are much in favor, and they de¬ 
serve it, because there to no annual that 
gives you so much for your money, so to apeak 
These ere generally bought with the other 
bedding plants, but they do not transplant ao 
well as some subjects. In fact, the best way 
to grow the alnnia to to sow It outside when 
all danger of frost to over, in the place in 
which tt to to grow.

Trimming Fruit Trees to 
Produce Heavily 

By DEAN HALLIDAY 

P EOPLE who have a lot of fruit trees make 
it their business to know how to trim them 
Oar den makers who have fruit trees and feel 
inspired to trim them during the Winter, 
rhould remember that the old-fashioned Idea 
of cutting off a great number of limbs has 
been discarded Repeated experiment* have 
shown that trees thrive best and produce the 
most fruit when they are trimmed lightly. The 
weakest growing varieties should be pruned 
the most heavily Those which make strong 
growth need only * little cutting. 

Old trees which have been showed to grow 
too high may need cutting back, but this work 
should be spread over several yean When 
young trees are being set out. they should be 
headed back to about two feet above the 
ground. Then if they are trimmed lightly as 
they grow, so as to produce a broad head with¬ 
out any branches which eras* or rub. very tittle 
cutting will be necessary in late yean.

After Experiments 

Long «nd ExppiwTvfl HeseircK lEmTs With Sucre**- 
ful Production of Petrol From Coal in England 
—Will .Mean. Benefit to Thousand* 

B ILLINGHAM-ON-TEES (AGP).—*One of Imost 
arriving of modern industrial triumphs—the production 
of-.petrol from coal on a commercial scale—has been 
recorded on a plant here. About four yeara ago, on a tiny ex¬ 
perimental plant not far from the River Tees, petrol was first 
produced—and used. It was on the strength of that achieve¬ 
ment that the present vast plant, costing—with all the research 
work that has preceded it—nearly $20,000,000, was undertaken. 
Now it is complete and a small section of it is producing petrol 
on a commercial scale for the first time.
